HAT noble, but shop worn custom of making 

‘New Year's Resolutions’ is back on the job 
again. fons galore of printers ink will be 
devoured by thousands of newspapers and maga- 
zines. Both high and low-brow editors will rake 
the literary graveyard of stale and overworked sen. 
timents about ‘turning over a new leaf’ or ‘‘starting 
the new year right, etc. 

These admonitions are as a rule never taken se- 
riously by the rank and file of humanity. Editors 
might just as well tell it to “Riley” or to the dusky 
citizens of the Fiji Islands. 

Telling folks to be good and they Il be happy is 
all very nice. Telling them to get up an hour earlier 
this year and to hustle a little more 1s also very nice. 
It looks beautiful in print. 

But why wait until the advent of the new year to 
unload an avalanche of preachments about goud- 
ness and increased efficiency. Why isn’t the Ist of 
May or the Ist of any other month as appropriate 
a time as the Ist of January to preach sermons of 
this kind ? 

Tradition and custom are lingering propositions. 
Mushy articles on “New Year's Resolutions’ have 
been inflicted upon a long-suffering public for so 
many generations that it almost antedates memory. 
Editors will no doubt continue to harp on this, their 


favorite New Year's theme for many years to come. 

Preachers and “‘near”’ preachers will continue to 
hand out platitudes on resolving to do this and re 
solving to do that. And yet humanity will go on 
as before—hardly much better or hardly much 
worse. 

lt is well to pause and reason a bit amidst this 
maelstrom of admonitions. At best these are but 
sporadic efforts to elevate mankind to higher resolve. 

Such spasmodic resolving is a fleeting, evanescent 
thing. The flower that springs up in a night will 
bloom but a day. It is quiet, unostentatious, and 
persistent effort that counts. 

The great oaks of the forest did not grow into 
mighty trees in one season. Growth and improve- 
ment is of slow and steady movement. We cannot 
expect the world to right itself suddenly. The mil- 
lennium is still a long way off. New Year’s resolu- 
tions need not be made on the first day of the sea- 
son. Each day in the year the trade can endeavor to 
correct mistakes and make new and effective reso- 
lutions. 

We are not going to tell master plumbers and fit- 
ters and others in the trade to “‘turn over a new leaf.’’ 
We are not presuming to pose as preachers. 

The trade does not need any preaching. What 
is needed and what is wanted is adequate light— 
or more illumination, perhaps. A man may know 
every corner and angie of his house and yet he re 
quires some light to facilitate his movements from 
room to room. , 

Most of the men in the trade know very well 
what constitutes progress and achievement. During 
the past few decades they have forged ahead—not 
spasmodically, but gradually. 

Master plumbers and fitters who are determined 
to advance during the coming year will continue as 
before to get light and inspiration from their asso 
ciation, the daily experience in the field, and from 
the trade press. 

They will gladly accept knowledge and new ideas 
from whatever source, always realizing that the truly 
successful and progressive man is never above more 
and new knowledge that will benefit and elevate 


him.

“(ur business for the year is about 20 per cent off the 
normal,” said J. B. Weber, Assistant Treasurer of the 
Crane-Hawley Co., of Cincinnati, and this is obviously 
a pretty accurate index to the amount of business whi 
the plumbers themselves handled. llowever,’” continued 
Nii Weber. “collections have been excellent during the 
entire year—much better than usual, which is probably
